The Jetties—A Card From Gen. Barnard. 
NEW YORK, April 24, 1579. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Jam much obliged for the copies of your 
journal you havo been so kind as to send me, 
containing, among other things, my triend 
Gen. leauregara’s views on the jetties. 

Gen. Beauregard and myself were for twelve 
years (1840 to 1852) ia the closest professional 
and most intimate personal relations as engin- 
eers on duty together in New Orleans. 

Questious connected with the Mississippi—its 
‘‘Jevees,’’ ‘‘crevasses’’ and floods—and with 
the bar obstruction at the mouths—were cen- 
stantly before us. The very last duty we per- 
formed together was, as members of the board 
of 1552, to inaugurate the system of ‘stirring 
up,’’or*‘scraping’’to obtain a navigable chan- 
nel over the bars, at the sume time mentioning 
jetties as a future resort.

He exhibited considerable 
agitation and nervousness, and had to be as- 
sisted on tothe scaffold, Sheriff Kiernie ad- 
justed the noose and pulled the trap. 

HISTORY OF THE SIX MURDERS. 

Richards, the Nebraska murderer, was sen- 
tenced to be hung to-day, just 101 days after 
his sentence, the shortest possible time affixed 
by law. A reporter interviewed himin jail, 
and the horrible story of his murders were 
thus detailed by himself: 

HIS TRIAL, 
he said, was ashort affair, and, tike agmal! 
horse, was quickly curried. He was taken 
from the Kearney Jail to Minden early Wednes- 
day morning. The trial commenced before 
Judge Gaslin and a jury of twelve citizens, at 
9o’clock the same morning, and by 40’clock in 
the afternoon he was convicted of killing Peter 


An@erson, and sentenced to be hanged onthe 
26th day of next April. He remarked that the 
jury was not fully convinced of his guilt at 
Urst; that they stood six for 
MURDER IN THE FIRST DEGREE, 

three for murder in the second degree, and 
three for manslaughter. [Itis told that the 
statements that the jury hung half and half, 
and that Judge Gaslin remanded them to their 
room almost with contempt, are mistakes. 
jhe Judge manifested no such disposition,and 
the on estion among the jury, probably, 
concerned the fact of premeditation—that 
point, including the factot the previously made 
grave, not having been brought before them in 
the clearest manner. 

Hie says he pleaced not guilty to the charge ot 
murdering Anderson. Vhat while he con- 
fesses to killing Anderson, he says he did it in 
self-defense. Anderson said he 

CALLED HIM A LIAR, 

for which he Knocked him down. When An- 
derson arose, he started for an axe, and Rich- 
ards grabbed a hammer and brained him on 
the spot. After he had killed bim he carried 
his body down stairsand buried it in the coal 
heap. Pievious to this he says he was on good 
terms with Anderson,; but he had never Leen 
accustomed to being called a liar, and thas 
when he struek Anderson he Knew it was 90 be 
u death struggle for one of them, and he was 
determined to be the winning inan. 

IHE HARALSON FAMILY, 
he said, he murdered in the morning, when 
they were sound asicep. In answer to our 
question, Did you have any difficulty with 
Mrs. Haralson? he guietly remarked, *’None 
whatever.’’ When we asked him if he did not 
regret uiurdering the woman and her three in- 
nocent little children, he said. No, lcaa’t 
say that Ido. When we asked what his mo- 
tive or object was in Kling them, he replied, 
„„ don’t kuow, I determined to kill them 
several days betore, and had prepared a grave 
forthe reception of the bodies. 

HOW HE KILLED THEM. 

He says he killed the mother and her three 
children with an axe, and that neither of them, 
to use his own language. even whispercd’’ 
atter he struck the fatal blows. The mother 
and oldest girl were sleeping in one bed, and 
tle othertwo children in another bed, in the 
same room. He killed the mother first, strik- 
ing heron one side of the head with the flat 
of the axe. She moved and seemed to 
ile then dealt 
ber the second blow, which, he says, caused 
instant deuth. The daughter lying by her side 
was al-o killed in the same manner, 

WITH TWO LLOWS OF THE AXE. 
Hie then visited the bed where the two innocent 
little children lay, and with two more biows 
Hethen drugged the woman to 
the grave be hau prepared, and then he carried 
the oldest girl and threw her on top of her 
mother; then retracing his steps he carried the 
remaining two, one under each arm, and 
DKOPPED THEM INTO THE GRAVE. 

After thefour bodies had been placed in the 
hole, be covered them with the loose dirt and 
Spread some loose straw over the dirt, and went 
quietly to work getting his breaktust. He de- 
clares that a man named Brown, now in Texas, 
was inthe house with hiin at the time he killed 
the Haralson family, but that he took no part 
in the murder, though he knew what was go- 
ing on. Aiter the bodies were buried, Brown, 
he says, left bim, and he was alone in posses- 
sien of the property and

Twinkler Cease. 


John McGuffin Wants a Receiver Appoint- 
ed to Wind Up the Concern. 


Mr. John M. McGuffin, one of the proprietors 
ot the Evening Star, 
and filed, through his attorneys, Messrs. Tur- 
ner & Harrison, a petition to have the publica- 
tion of the Star stopped, and a receiver ap- 
poiuted to take charge of the property. 
Plaintiff states that on the 7th day of Decem- 
ber, 1878, be and defendants made and entered 
into a certain agroement whereby they bound 
and associated themselves together for the 
purpose of engaging in the business of publish- 
ing a daily, weekly and tri-weekly newspaper, 
to be called the Evening Star, and for the pur- 
pose of engaging in tho business of 
book and jol printing in this city, each 
party or partner to be interested in 


; said business, profits and property in propor- 


tion tothe capital stock by him contributed, 
and the losses to be borne equally. It was pro- 
vided that plaintiff was to be business mana- 
ger, bookkeeper, etc., and have control of the 
business interest and financial matters pertain- 
ing ta the business. Cunningham was to be 
editor, and Hodnett was to be the out- 
side man, the duration of the  part- 
nership to be lett to the will 
and pleasure of the parties, the 
agreement, however, not providing for the ter- 
mination ot the business nor for the winding 
up of the affairs thereof. The contribution of 
the respective parties to the capital stock ot 
the paper is stated to be as follows: 

By plaintiff, $3,600. 

By Cunningham, $1,800. 

By Hodnett, $2,500. 

The petition thei alleges that thereafter and 
until now said business of editing and pubiish- 
ing said newspaper and of job print- 
ing and book binding bas been 
and still is, operated and carried on in 
said city of St. Louis; that upon the com- 
mencement of said business plaintiff and de- 
fendapts entered into the discharge of the du- 
ties severally imposed upon them by said 
agreement, and that plaintiff did at all times 
faithful) vy and diligently perfortn the duties in- 
cuml e t upon him as mi .nager antil the 12tk. 
day cf April, 1879, since whien time e has 
been r evented trom exzercisirg his said rights 
and «li ties by defendants,and that the defend-— 
ants Dave wrongfully violated, and 
nov: o violtte the terms o said agrremsnt 
in ck Rollowing manner: Tart contrary to the 
terms of said agreement, and contrary to the 
plaintift’s right, they have since the 12th day 
of April, 1879, refused,and still do refuse, to 
allow plaintiff to perform his duties as mana- 
ger aforesaid, or to have any control or super- 
vision over said business, or to participate in 
any way in the concerns or management there- 
of, or to exercise in any way 
his rights under said agreement, and 
have wrongfully and unlawfully usurped the 
entire management of said business, allowing 
plaintiff no voice whatever, and have now pos- 
session of all the property ot said firm, torcibly 
depriving plaintiff ot his rights in the same, 
and ot his rights aforesaid under said agrees 
ment. 

And the plaintiff states that the said busi— 
ness has not proved prosperous, the liabilities 
increase each duy, and that the company is be- 
coming less and less able to pay the debts and 
continue the business; that all the machinery 
and assets of the company, if now sold, would 
scarcely puv the debts of said partnership; that 
said - Hodnett and said Cunningham 
are insolvent and could not pay their propor- 
tion of the debts of the partnership; 
the dispossession of the rights ot plaintitf by 
defendants as aforesaic, Diaintitt on or about 
the 12th day ot April, 1879, demanded ot de- 
fendants that said business ‘should cease, but 
thatthe defendants refused to do so or allow 
snid plaintiff to participate in the affairs of the 
said company, and persist in Car- 
rying on suid business to the 
great hazard of plaintiff's rights; that the 
plaintiff has reason to believe that the said de- 
tendants are collecting the debts due the com- 
Dany, and are appropriating the money to their 
own private use; that they are borrowing 
money inthe name of satd flrm, when tne de 
fendants know tiiat money is being lost every 
dny in eontinuing the business; that 
defendants are making efforts to sell said busi- 
ness withoutthe knowledgeor consent of said 
plaintiff. 

In consideration of the premises plaintiff 
praysthe Court to dissolve the partnership, 
and enjoin defendants from disposing of the 
capital of said St. Louis Evening Star; and that 
the Court restrain defendants from collect- 
ing debis due the firm, andthatthe Court ap- 
point a receiver to take charge 
of the property, and that the court may hake 
such other orders as may seem right aud 
proper.

The Value of Dia. 

A case illustrating the fluctuations and profits 
of the sale of diamonds was before Judge Thay- 
er to-day. It appears that several years 
ago Capt. Theodore Laveille deposited with 
Daniel G. Taylor a number ot diamonds as col- 
Jaterals for money advanced. The money not 
being repaid, itis alleged Taylor appropriated 
the diamonds in accordance with the condi- 
tions on which they were deposited with him 
and his bank. Suit was subsequently brought 
against him to recover the value of the dia 
monds, and on kis demise his executor, John 
G. Priest, was made defendant, and was in 
court to-day defending the suit. Mr. Mermod, 
ot Mermod, Jaccard & Co., wus placed on the 
stand as an expert concerning the value of the 
diamonds. A large ring was shown him, and 
he was asked its value in 1865. Alter a close 
examination he identified the ring as the one 
he sold to Mr. Laveille several 
ago, and pronounced it a 
carat, valuea in 1568 at 
$1,500 to $1,600. It would sell now for about 
5S1.000. 

Not that tho cost of diamonds had decreas- 
ed or that their cost was any less now than in 
1668, but that the profits realized by jewelers 
had bee nreduced. He was asked what sucha 
diamond would cost at wholesale rates, and 
declined to answer as it tended to divulge the 
profits nade by jewelers. On being informed 
by the Court that the question was competent, 
he = stated that the cost at New 
York, or the first cost, would 
be from 8850 to 8875 He 
described in a very interesting manner the dif- 
ferent kinds of diamonds, and designated ＋ 
one in court as a ‘spread siim diamond, 2. 
diamond which by its peculiar construction wae 
not as large as it really appeared tobe. After 
the testimony had all been submitted the mat- 
ter was settled in open court by Mr. Priest 
turning the diamond over to Mrs, Laveille. 


A 85,000 Damage Case. 
William Oldvader to-day filed an action in 
the Circuit Court claiming $3,000 damages 
from Henry C. McPike and James Johnson, 


Jr., constituting the firm of McPike & John— 
son. Plaintiff alleges as a Cause of action that

A Remarkable Walking-Stick. 

A walking-stick for tourists and botanists, 
recently patented in Germany by Herr Herb, 
of Pulsnitz. is furnished with the following 
articles: One side‘ of the handle is a signal- 
pipe, and on the other side can be fixcd a knife 
(which is above the ferrule), Inthe middle of 
the handleixacompass.

Everything Ready Except the Passen- 
ers—If the Latter Come Forward All 
Vill Go Well. 
[From the New York Times. |] 

The Woodruff Scientific Expedition Around 
the World has been so much talked of during 
the past six months that everybody has heard 
of it, and everybody knows something of its 
object. It is, however. generally supposed 
that the steamship in which the expedition is 
to sail is to be strictly a floating college, and 
thatthe only excursionists are to be young 
men who go as students. This supposition 
is for from being correct, as 
fully oxe-third of the  excursion- 
ists will be tourists, who will be under 
no restrictions, save those common to all pas- 
senger-ships, and who, when the ship is in 
port, will come and go as they please. They 
will not, of course, be compelled to attend 
lectures, but will be permitted to do so if they 
choose. Of these tourists, twenty or thirty 
will be ladies. The question most frequently 
asked now in regard to the expedition is, 
„. Win starty’’ The chances are that it 
will; but of course there is a possibility that 
it will vot. The management of the expedi- 
tion has thus rar berformed its part fuith- 
fully and well. It has procured a ste 


stéamship, 
first-class in every particular, and which is at 
the foot of Second street, Hoboken, open 
to inspection. She has been thoroughly clean- 
ed and repainted throughout, and is undergo- 
ing extensive interior alterations. She is so 
eminently fitted for the work for which she is 
destined that the merest tyro in marine archi- 
tecture has but to see her to be satistied that 
she is all thatis to be desired. She will be 
ready at the appointed time if her passengers 
are; but she will not sail unless 200 of these 
shall have engaged berths and paid their 
booking fee of 3500. Thus far 150 persons 
have, after examining the ship and the pros- 
pectus of the voyage, sent in their names and 
addresses to the business manager of the ex- 
edition, with requests that state-rooms may 
be reserved for them.

A LIGHTNING - ARTIST. 


A Man Who Paints a Big Picture im- 
promptu in an Hour, 

[Berlin Correspondence of the London Times. } 

In the artistic world here of late no slight 
flutter has been caused by the appearances of 
Signor Carlo, deseribed as a concert-painter, 
though the name at first sight will doubiless 
Puzziè voir readeis, Goncert-paiuter: What 
can that mean? An artist who executes a pic- 
tire in concert with another, after the man- 
ner of Beaumont and Fleteher, or Erckmanna 
and Chatrian? No! One who paints Ar- 
cadian scenery to enhance the effect of 
| pastoral songs? Wide of the mark! 
| A gentleman of the brush, distin- 


guished from his brothers by the laborious 
care with which he devises, or concerts, 
pictures beforehand? The very opposite. It 
is an artist, in fact, Who, without «a moment’s 
previous thought or warning, standing om the 
stage of a concert-hall, and having his sub- 
ject suddenly preseribed to him by one of the 
audience, will dash off his work in almost 
less time than it weuld take to photograph it 
--a lightning limner, a painter japrovisatere. 
Signor Carlo was born m the year 1848, at 
Milan, the son of very poor parents who, in 
| Ibov, removed to Hungary. A strong artistic 
ir clination began te show itself in the boy, 
and he was placed under the care of a p. Liter, 
who mainly employed his pupil in the pre- 
| paration of colors. la er on he went to vi- 
enna, where poverty and repeated failures 
could not damp his ardor, and where he con- 
tinued cultivating bis art with a perseverence 
| which bas, at the age of 31, brought him to 
such a piteb of perfection in his particular 
line as to have made him second to none, It 
was a happy thought of managerial enterprise 
to cure the services of this singular man. 
Every evening, ata popular place of amuse- 
ment here, he mounts the stage, and to the 
sound of slow Jnusic charms the audience b. 
a rapid and simuitaneous display of the sister 
art. His performance is afterward given away 
by lot. lis subject being suggested to him, 
the littl dark-hued mun. of true 
artistic type, with a general aspect of careless 
desolation, immediately seizes his brush with- 
out u moment 's apparent reflection, and with 
intense interest the spectators watch the swift 
and gradual process which transforms a blank 
extent of canvas into a gorgeous wreck-strews 
sea or golden sunset. His work is cenerall, 
| finished within the hour. Not tong ago, be- 
ing the guest of the Grand Duke of Mecklen- 
burg-Sechwerin at Ludwigslust, Signor Carto 
was desired to paint in oil a Hungarian land- 
scape (Pussta, with Gypsy camp), an this 
he did in the space of fifty minutes, with sue 
truth to nature and such artistic skill 
as to excite the hearty admiration of all the 
court. Before a society of artists Jatély, 
too, this wenderful man, within the short 
period of furty-three minutes, calle 1 into life 
a glowing Italian evening landscape witha 
perspective of classic ruins, glancing rivulets, 
and breathing groves. ‘To cartoon the same 
subject occupied him slightly over a quarter 
ofan hour. Precise crities need not appreach 
the work of Signor Carlo in the hope of finding 
perfection of torm, faultless distribution, and 
blending of colors with mathematical propor- 
tion in perspective; they are scarcely such as, 
on their own merits, might cntitle them to the 
approval of Mr. Ruskin or admission mto the 
Academy; but, in view of the conditions un- 
der which they sre produced, they sre cer- 
tainly wonderfal examples of artistic skill, 
and must rank the author with those peculiar 
prodigies of mental and physical achievement 
w herein the nineteenth century is so rife.
